Oy Baturday we published a lengthy despatoh |

from Paris, giving the offivial text of the
question to which the people of I'rance are

to reapond in a few days, together with the |

details of the manuer in which the voting is
to be condnoted. This morning the procla-
malion of the Emperor, sppenling to the
peoplo for an affirmative response, wis pab.
1ished, and the whole schema of the plebisoits
is now before the world.

Napoleon hus the happy facully of com-
pressing things into small compass when it
gaits his purpose to do so, and in the wording
of the plebiscite ho has done 80in a noticeable

degree. The question to which the votors of
France are to say “‘yes” or “no™is simply
this: —

4D the people approve the libernl reforms which
have been effected fn the l"m.l-r.n.utluu Alnee 18460 by
the Emperor, with the concurrence of the grent
legigintive bodies of the State, and ru?ll’_'r the Senalus
Cunsultwm of April &0, 1870 7"

The whole Nupulmmiv Idea i here in a
nitshell, His Imperial Majesty does not say
to the people, “*Are you satisfled with the
yelforms which I have innugnrated #* or, *Will
yon be satisfied with any reform short of the
overthrow of the empire ?"" but simply, **Do
you approve the reforms which I have con-
descended to make in the fullness of my ab-
golute sovereignty ! If a majorily cry out
“Yes," in response, the Emperor will conde-
soend to inaugurate such further reforms as

he gees fit, or deems absolutely neoges.
gary to preserve his power intact; but
if, by way of prolesting against the
whole imperial regime, a majority say

¢No," the astute ruler of the Tuileries will
pervert the answer into a condemnation of
all reform, and shape his course accordingly.
The question is so shaped that those who are
opposed in toto to the present dynasty can do
nothing save remain at home on the day the
vote is taken, It was proposed that this class
should express their sentiments by depositing
blank ballots, but this project seems to have
fallen through, and the only protest that will
prol ably be entered will be a silent one,

In this connection, & speech deliverad by
the Prime Minister in the Corps Legislatif
recently, the material portions of which are
elsewhere given, is important. After des-
canting at length upon the course of French
politics, and the lesson to be derived from a
review of the past, M. Ollivier said: —

“When [ hear you malntain, as an invincibla
